The University Was Quite 
Different Discovery of 
Old Records Reveal 

The discovery of two dusty old cases 
of books and papers by President Mar- 
vin and the study of the finding during 
the past week, by Charles E. Merry, as- 
sistant comptroller, and Dr. Lowell J. 
Ragatz, professor of history, has 
brought to light for the first time the 
official records of the University from 
the date of its founding in 1821 to the 
turn of the century. 

Only a few days before the recent 
fire in tho Woodhull building tho cases 
were removed from the basement, 
where, if they had remained, they 
would have been completely destroyed.

such a plan is feasible. As was stated last week 
there is no time to lose If such changes are to be 
made this year. It remains now for allied activi- 
ties to form specific groups and take immediate 
action and work out their own scheme of represen- 
tation. 

It ia only natural to suppose there will be con- 
flicts between these groups and the entire scheme 
is dependent upon the ability of those concerned 
to iron out their own difficulties. If they do come 
to terms of agreement between themselves, the 
scheme will work; if such agreement cannot be 
reached the entire project may as well be dropped.

“War debts originally did not rep- 
resent transfers of money but credit

It waa pointed out by Prof. John- 
stone that a major portion of the sevi^s 
billion dollars loaned by the United 
States to the Allies remained in this 
country and went to the American 
merchants for supplies purchased by

Carolina and Geargia, but many stu- 
dents were also supported by such pro- 
moters of public welfare as the Ladies 
of the Darlington Farm Benevolent So- 
ciety, who were guiding the destinies of 
one Brother Glbbes. One of their let- 
ters reads in part: 

"It has been said that he scarcely re- 
cited a Greek lesson during the last 
term, though Greek was on his regular 
lessons, That he is deeply in love and 
actually spends most of his time with 
the object of his affection. That he has 
become disaffected with Brother Con- 
nula so that he will not speak to him.” 
The total cost of attending the Col- 
lege was $120 a year and the College 
contracted with families in the neigh- 
borhood of the school for board, room 
and laundry for the men at $2.60 a 
week. 

With such financial difficulties always 
pressing the faculty were often allowed 
to go unpaid, and at one time several 
insurgent professors obtained a lien on 
the library in consideration for back 
salaries.
